As a feparate State, we 
were comparatively weak ; fometimes, difquieted 
with domeftic infurre&tions : and at all times ex- 
pofed to foreign infults ; we have. become with 
them, Strong to depreiís domeftic inquietude, and

Let me congratulate you, gentlemen, upon the 
profperity of our public affairs ; both as we fiand 
related to the union at large, and as it more im- 
mediately relates to our internal concerns, as an 
individual ftate.

Though we cannot withipropriety be called a 
commercial Rate, yet as theNale of the produce of- 

-our farms, intimately dependsiipon its exporta- 
tion from the feaperts of our Dier ftates, when 
their commerce is destroyed, the tiller of the foil is 
involved in its ruin ; and the enemy, who captures 
the cargo of the merchant, gives.a mortal blow to 
the harveft of the hufbandman. | 
. The return of Mr. Gerry, the laft of our inful- 
ed metlengers of peace, although without effecting 
-the falutary objeet of their miffion, mult be con. 
fidered,'by every difcerning man, as a fortunate 

. event: An event, which muft confound the advo- 
cates for French amity, diffolve the laft ligaments, 
which bind us to that afpiring, perfidious nation, 
and convince thé moft obdurately incredulous, that 
friendly and fincere proffers of amicable accommo- 
dation, can have no avail with men, whole ambi- 
tion is gain, and whole policy is plunder.

» prolongation of a treaty, the manifeft object of

Asa refpectable member of the union, it be- 
hoves us at this momentfous period, when the Sov- 
reignty of our nation is threatened, to exprefs in 
the moft decided manner, by our official acts, our 
confidence in, and adherence to our national gov- 
ernment, and to convince France, that, nothwith- 
ftanding the liberal efforts of fome deluded and 
defigning men among us, we are not a divided 
people ; and that (he may er prefume upon 
that intestine division of ical ientiments, 
which has fo long invited her mnfeits, and to which 
=. so many European Republics have fallen a facri-

The inftructions of or federal executive to our 
‘Envoys to France, are ftrongly marked with can- 
dor, and breathethe pureft defires for peace ; while 
the diplomatie interfer&üeg sof our Envoys, in- 
difputably/evidencesthe reétitude of our national 
conduct While, on the other hand, the conduct 
of the French Directory dilplays a feries of diplo- 


matic fubterfuge, and insidious attempts to seduce .

current year, in which, after noticing the expe- 
diency “that every conftitutional barrier fhould 
be oppofed to the introduction of foreign influ- 
-ence into our councils, they propofe, that, the 
- constitution of the United States fhould be fo a- 
mended, that/no perfon fhall be eligible as Presi- 
dent, or vice President of the United States, nor 
fhould any perlon be a fenator, or reprefcntative 
in the Congrefs of the United States, except a nat- 
ural born citizen : or unlefs he fhould have been a 
resident in the United States at the time of the dec- 
laration of independence, and fhallhave centinued, 
either to have resided within the fame, or to have ` 
been employed in its fervice, from that period to 
the time of his election." 

The expediency of this amendment muít bé re ' 
ferred to your wildom ; I will not pretume to die- 
tate, but I think it obvious, that a government cam 
beft be adminiftered by its own citizens : and this 
amendment may perhaps free us from thofe vifion-

United wit Du Dier ftates, we fhall always be 
able to repel foreign invalion, orchattife domeftic 
infurrection. While from experience, we place 
great confidence in the executive of the U. States, 
and admire the juvenile feats of our infant navy, 
we confider agriculture, and commerce too nearly 
allied, to fufler a feparation.

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To the PRESIDENT of the UNTTED STATES. 

WHILE the Communities, Corporations, 
Towns, Cities, and Legiflatures of your Country, 
. are crowding to approach you with addrefles of ap- 
. probation and gratitude, will you, Sir, permit the 
Legiflature of the State of Vermont to: join the 
general voiee ? Among the lateft to addrefs, we 
would beconfidered as among the foremoft to ap- 
prove your official conduét. "e 

We have beenreprefented asa divided people ; 
but this report has been fabricated and cherifhed, 
by men, whofe deftructive policy would lead.them 
firft to excite difunion, and like the incendiary, to 
profit by the confufion they have created. 

That the great bulk of our citizens are firmly 
attached to our excellent federal conflitution of 
government, and highly approve its adminiftra- 
tion, you may be affured is an incontrovertible 
fact. That iome men fhould not appreciate its 
ad vantages, or that fome fhould be bad enough to 
{trike at its very exiftence, is not ftrange. When 
we confider government as the affociation of the 
honeft, the pious, and the. peaceable, to protect 
themielves from the wickednefs of the difhoneft, 
. the impious, and the unruly ; it is not ftrange that 
if the beneficial defigns of the former be effected, 
the latter will complain, and attempt to break ev- 
ery barrier, which protectsfociety. We know of 
no government, ancient or modern, that was ever 
_eelebrated for its excellency, whofe archives were 
not dilgraced. with impediments of oppofition, 
and the page of whofe hiftory is not Stained with 
frequent in{furrection. Even under the divine the- 
ocracy of the Jews, the gheople mutniüred amidft 
plenty ; and, while thei firt magiftrate was in 
immediate conference with Heaven for their good, 
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a ftupid faction of that people loft the remem- 
brance of their divine government, in the adóra- 


tion of a Molton God. 


7 But you, fir, canaccurately diftinguifh between 
the voice of your country, and the clamour of par- 
ty : we here offer you the genuine fentiments of our. 
constituents, the freemen of Vermont, as delivered 
thro’ their conftitutional organ, the legiflature. 

In theinfancy of French political reformation, 
with our brethren of the United States, we wifhed 
well to the caule of French patriotifm, becaule we 
fuppofed it the caule of virtue, religion, and ra- 
tionalliberty. But when gallic virtue was fuc- 
ceeded by licentioufnefs and inhumanity ; when 
religion gave place to atheilm, and rational liberty 
to grievous oppreiiion ` when, no longer content- 
ed with abortive attempts to reform their own 
government, they boldly obtruded their political 
creeds upon the order and tranquility of other na- 
tions ; and with rapacious ambition, unknown to 
their proudeft monarchs, diflolved ancient govern. ` 
ments, annexing plundered provinces to their own 
blood ftained territories; when they violated the 
neutral rights of the U S. commiffioned their am- 
baffadors to excite us to foreign war and domeftic 
infurrection ; and made the most unprovoked de= | 
predations on our commerce ; when they. infulted 
our meffengers of peace, and infidioufly attempted 
to degrade them into the mean inftruments of fub- 
je&ing their country. to a ícandalous tribute ; 
when they refufed to ftop thehand of plunder, for 
a little period, while our government might at- 
tempt, by difcuffion, or concefiion, to avert the 
calamities of war ; when they violently and infid-

"Your 
refolution to fend no otherenvoys to that haughty 
nation, unlefs previoufly assured of their honora- 
ble recéption, evidences beyend doubt, your firm 
attachment to the intereft and honor of your 
country. You have juftified your country in the 
face of the world; and if' the confequences. of 
French duplicity, and rapacity, fhall involve us in 
a war, which we-pray, heaven to: avert, we 
pledge -ourfelves to our country, for our firmeft 
dupport.of her. violated, rights. : 

Permit us to add affurances of our perfonal re- 
fpe&t ; while we honor you as our chief magi&- 
rate, we relpect you asa man; anditis to your 
glory we can fay, we regard Joun ApAws, becaufe .
